These are the pay-off events, so 
far as inter-league debate is con­ 
cerned. but they emphasize chiefly 
that the pennant C l u t e , rather than 
the American league as a whole, 
have been the dominating influence. 
Room for Argument 
Club for club in the two big 
leagues, It is still a wide open argu­ 
ment as to which is stronger. 
For 
years, there has been a wider gap 
between the first and last-place out­ 
fits in the American than in the 
older circuit.

National Races Close 
National league races have been 
uniformly more hotly-contested than 
in the American. 
W hereas only 
two of the last ten A L. pennant 
finishes have been close, in 1928 and 
1935, only two N. L. winners have 
won by margins of ten or more 
games in the same period. The aver­ 
age margin has been five games in 
the National, ten in the American. 
Thus, it should be reasonably clear 
(ai th at the American league, more 
often than not, has produced one 
dom inating club, and <b) that the 
more even distribution of strength 
among National league clubs tends 
to balance the inter-league scales. 
Certainly, it is logical to suppose 
that, in an open for 16-club race, 
the Nationals’ top-flight of 1937, 
comprising the Giants. Cubs. Cardi­ 
nals and Pirates, would average as 
well as any four A, L. clubs on the 
winning side.

Using an ordinary air-com pressor, 
an expansion tank and sundry other 
pieces of equipm ent already on the 
m arket. V ernon L. Hickey devised 
the 
revolutionary 
com pressed-air- 
conditioning principle. 
Hickey 
achieves 
his 
c o o l i n g 
through 
expansion 
of 
the 
c o m ­ 
pressed air. elim inating the use of 
ice or other cooling agents. 
T em peratures rise from 240 to 400 
degrees when the air is com pressed, 
killing th e germ s and perform ing 
the pasteurization. 
T he com pressed 
air 
is 
released 
into an expansion 
tan k 
w here 
it 
“unsqueezes” and drops wetter and 
o ther foreign particles. Pipes from 
the expansion 
tank go 
directly to 
the rooms to be conditioned. 


The 
principle 
advantage of his 
system , Hickey says, is th e com plete 
control of hum idity and te m p era­ 
ture. T he hum idity m ay be held a l 
any 
point 
from 
zero to th e dew' 
point .and the tem perature anyw here 
between zero and 120 degrees. 
T hrough conservation of com pres­ 
sion heat, Hickey believes he will be 
able to air-condition m odern build­ 
ings an d hom es on a year-around 
basis, cooling them w ith sterile air 
in the sum m er and h eating them 
by the sam e m ethod in the w inter.

Her was dated the same day 
I the President asserted at a press 
j conference that Senate passage of 
the re-organization bill proved that 
body “cannot be purchased by or­ 
ganized telegrams based on direct 
misrepresen ta tion. ’ ’ 
In the communication today he 
! recalled that when he proposed the 
legislation over a year ago all parties 
and factions agreed on the need of 
such a measure, but that a year 
later “a carefully manufactured par- 
! tisan and political opposition to any 
re-organization had created a po- 
jlitical issue—created it deliberately 
out of the whole cloth.” 


As examples of the “bogies" he 
contended had been planted by the 
opposition he said 
it had 
been 
charged 
that the 
Army engineer 
corps was to be abolished “in spite 
of tile fact" that Congress alone 
could determine who will do river 
and harbor work, and that the for­ 
estry service was to be “hamstrung 
—hamstrung I .suppose by the best 
friend forestry ever had in the 
United States.” 
He mentioned other like charges 
and added: “I cite these merely as 
examples of a score of equally silly 
nightmares conjured up at the in­ 
stigation either of those who would 
restore the government to those who 
owned it between 1921 and 1933, or 
those who for one reason or another 
I seek deliberately to wreck the present 
I administration of the government of 
: the United States.” 
Referring to the bills provision 
making executive orders on bureau 
I shifting subject to disapproval by j 
congressional 
“joint” 
resolution 
within 60 days, the President said if i 
I such a resolution w ere passed he 
would “in the overwhelming major­ 
ity of cases go along with carefully 
considered congressional action." He 
added: 
“I can think of no cases where the \ 
President would not gladly yield to 
I a clear expression of congressional j 
I opinion.” 
R easons for Passing Bill 
In giving two "cogent:” reasons 
why the bill should be passed in the 
present form, he said a “concurrent” 
resolution turning down presidential 
orders -which some opponents have 
proposed- was questionable consti- 


1 tutionally because it was only an 
(expression of congressional “senti­ 
m e n t” and could not repeal execu­ 
tion action taken in pursuance 
of 
law. 
A “joint” resolution must be ap­ 
proved or rejected by the President, 
whereas a 
“concurrent 
resolution 
does not go to him for action. Some 
opponents favor the “concurrent” 
form to prevent the possibility of a 
veto, thus forcing Congress to re­ 
ject an executive order by a two- 
thirds vote. 
In stating his second reason, the 
President referred to the “remote 
possibility" of a veto, adding: "I re­ 
peat that I visualize no such possi­ 
bility between now and 1940 when 
the authority given is to end." 
“Thus.” his letter concluded, "you 
will see that charges of dictatorship 
are made out of the whole cloth— 
even if I wanted to be a dictator, 
which, heaven know's, I do not." 
The President said there were two 
methods of effecting a business-like 
re-organization—by 
“complex 
and 
detailed legislation by the Congress" 
or by the Chief Executive doing it. 
subject to disapproval by Congress. 
He said he would have been will­ 
ing to go along with the first m eth­ 
od. but attempts by Congress to re­ 
organize in the past had failed many 
times and “every responsible mem­ 
ber of the Senate or the House is in 
agreement that detailed re-organ­ 
ization by the Congress is a prac­ 
tical impossibility.”
